Fred Hill Meets With a Serious 


Accident Near Cleveland. 


He Was Working on the Kria Railway as 


lirakeuiau When He 
Got Hia Arm 


Crushed Between the Bumpers— 


>ieces«ary to Have the Arm Am- 


putated—Now In a Cleveland 


Hocpltal— Will Be Brought 


to Ills Home in This City. 


Fred W. Hill, a young man who has 


'resided here for a year past and whose 
mother and two brothers now live here 
was seriously injured near Cleveland 
last week. 


The accident happened at Oolllng- 


wood, about 25 miles South-east of 
Cleveland on the Erie railroad. 
Mr. 


Hill left Portsmouth Monday to accept 
a position on this road as braketnan he 
being an old railroader. 
He had only 


been working a clay when he met with 
the accident. 
He was coupling oars 


Wednesday night when he slipped and 
his left arm was caught between the 
bumpers and was badly crashed. 


Mr. Hill had served in the 
United 


States Navy three years and through 
this secured admission to the Marine 
hospital in Cleveland. 
He was taken 


there at once. Friday it became neces- 
sary to perform an operation on hia 
arm and it was amputated near the 
elbow. 
He is doing nicely now and 


will be in Portsmouth in the course of 
a week or ten days. 


His relatives here first heard of tho 


accident through an item in a Cleve- 
land paper. They promptly telegraphed 
to the Marine hospital and 
received 


word that he was doing as well as 
could bo expected. 
Saturday Harry 


Hill, foreman in the Star Shoe factory 
and brother of tho injured man, received 
a letter giving the details of the ac- 
cident. 
Mrs. Hill, mother of the in- 


jured man resides at the corner of 
Third and Courts streets. 


Tho residence of Will Mathias, the 


well known insurance agent, was bur- 
glarized Saturday night and about one 
hundred dollars in cash was taken. 
Mr. Mathias had collected after bank- 
ing hours a little over one hundred dol- 
lars. He placed it in a pocket-book 
and had written a check for a small 
amount with which to pay a bill early 
Monday morning. 
He put this in the 


book also. 
One of the children had a 


nickel, which was lying on the mantel 
piece. This, together with a few cents 
in the pantry, was about the size of the 
finances in sight. 
The thieves took it 


all. 
The pocket-book Mr. Mathias laid 


on the table in the sitting room, think- 
ing to take it upstairs when he got 
ready to retired, as no one slept down 
stairs. This 
he 
neglected 
to do. 


About 8:30 Sunday morning became 
down stairs to find the rooms looking 
like a cyclone had struck them. 
Then 


he remembered leaving the pocket-book 
lying on the 
sitting-room table. 
It 


was found in the parlor, but the cash 
was gone. 
The check and some other 


papers were lying scattered about tho 
table. 
The nickel which bad been left 


on the mantel was also appropriated, 
also the change in the pantry, 
The 


thief had evidently taken his time and 
made a thorough search of the house. 
He had esamineed all the papers and 
all the lower part of the houe. His 
leaving the check would indicate that 
he was experienced at the business, as 
the taking of that might have trapped 
him. 
The doors were all found looked 


Sunday morning, but one back wndow 
had beens left unfastened the night be- 
fore, and this was where the thief had 
entered. This may have been the work 
of some one who knew the money was 
In the house, but it is more probable 
that some 
professional burglar was

Malm Financial Affair* In Mexico In • 


Critical Condition. 


City of Mexico, Aug. 9.—The contin- 


ual fall in silver and the corresponding 
rise in exchange have reached the 
point when this country is brought face 
to face with what may be a serious cri- 
sis. 
No sophistry can hide the real 


condition of affairs here. 


It is very well to say that Mexico 


can live within herself and can raise 
*n a silver barfs natural products that 
tan sell abroad on a gold one. 


This would be perfectly satisfactory 


If there was such an enormous.increase 
of wealth resulting from such condi- 
tions that it could bear a high rate of 
taxation in order that the government 
might be able to meet its, debt interest 
abroad by such means' wihout any ex- 
tra strain. 


At this moment Mexican bonds are 


unaltered in London, principally ov-ing 
to the scrupulous exactness under the 
most distressing conditions with which 
their interest has been met. 


These debts are in gold and their in- 


terest has to be met in gold, and at 
this rate of exchange that interest is 
excessive, and it is only a matter of 
time, unless there is a favorable change 
m silver, when this republic will be 
unable to stand it. 


Repudiation has an ugly sound but 


something very much like it, under 
present circumstances', must naturally 
result The great railway corporations 
and other foreign companies here have 
to meet a gold interest with a medium 
that is ever decreasing in value. 


It does not matter, however great 


the business and their capacity for 
making money, the money earned is 
inadequate to their obligations abroad. 
There is only one of two things for 
them to do—increase their earnings 
over one hundred fold, or consider that 
their foreign debt was contracted in 
silver. 


It seems hard that the credit of this 


government, -that is now so high, and 
the exceTteiiL foreign investments here 
should 
be 
injured through circum- 


stances over which they 'have no con- 
rol. But -facts are facts, and it will bo 
interesting to watch what will happen 
unless there is a sharp rally in silver 
before long.
